The wimliiw* in the tevrral houses on 
the mule werr crowded with ele^ahtly 
dressed females, many uf whom waved 
then liaDdkrrrhirfs, and occasionally his 
lordihip was greeted with cheert.

The pro- 
cession next entered Waibrook, which it 
shmly jiaased along. Here the Lord 
Mayor wai loudly clieeied by a great 
number of persons, aud hooted by only a 
fiftr, except iu the imiiiediale vicinity of 
.St. Stephen's church, where the ntanifai- 
tation of hostility was vety marked. As 
the procession advanced to Sonthwark- 
bridge, no unfavourable demonstration of 
ferling uai made, except a jiartial one on 
a Molitaiy occasion. Uul of the many 
thousands on the budge, lies unr gave a 
single hiss oi groan, and on going on board 
the civic barer, he was loudly cheered by 
a numbrr uf jirrsuin un the pier. The 
imgeanttlietijiroceeded by water tu West- 
minster Mall, fur the purjvose uf sweating 
iii tin- Lord Mayor, and inviting the 
Judges to dine at Ouildhatl in the after- 
noun. A greal number of small boats, 
with several steaui-veueli crowded with 
jHUte tigers, accompanied llie City barge, 
and from many or the persons in llie 
itram-boats, drcoralrd with fanciful llag>, 
hi. lord. hip received token, of friendship. 
The cheering and the waving of hats on 
two or three occasions mint have aliracted 
ihe attention uf the thuusands uf persons 
who lined the side, uf ihe riier, especially 
the north side, and proved very gratifying 
to the Lord Mxyuj, A. the pageant 
passed beneath the varinu, bridge, there 
were no exhibitions uf unkindly feeling, 
vvilh the except urn or three ur four groan, 
which were given hy one ur two person, 
on Waterloo -bridge. On advancing tu 
wards We.titiin.ter-bridge.aiid after pass 
ing underneath il. the effect uf the scene 
was enlivened by the rrjieated discharge 
uf guris,

During the morning Ihe CourL had been

■ wearing iu the new Lord Mayor. Huw- 
ever, a ctearaucr, by the assistance of the 
police, was, ufler much difficulty, arroui- 
plishrd, and the floor between the bench 
and the bar was thrown open to the pur- 
pose* lu which, upon thii occasion, it hat 
previoutly Wen applied. 

The custom hat been thai the ueu 
Lord Mayor and ihr Lurd Mayor going 
out of olfirr, having between them the 
Recorder, and lujipuriril right and left hy 
the luo sheriffs, Ihe sword-hearer, and 
.unie of the City officers, occupy the 
jilace usually allotted lo Ihe Uueen's 
counsel, and that the spare between the 
bench aud the luo- has Iseen devoted to the 
accommodation of aa many uf the alder 
men and members of the different city 
companies as could cram themselves 
Iherrujioii.

maxima. Let us consider that nine Bil- 
lions of persons at least out of the thirteen 
millions computing our population consti- 
tute the present number uf the class of 
workmen tor daily hire. Now it it 
not too much lo assume, thai at Least one 
luilliiiri out uf this number are at thiitinie 
in a condition uf great and juliable wrelcb- 
rrtnevs ; either from insiifficienl wages, or 
frum nearly a total want uf work. Sow 
where are the fundi of clrarity which can 
Operate iu the relief uf so large a clasi . 
what charitable contribution has ever yet 
reached the amount of <me million iu the 
year? — and yet thi) sum would only 
afford relief lu this miaerable cl&fi of per- 
sons at thr rate of £1 per man. Hut, se- 
condly, the jimper function and province 
of charity it to assist and nut lo supply 
(lie place of industry. It is the dispensa- 
tion uf Providence, and in the Very nature 

of Things, 'Im' tl,- | shall be' always 

ninuiig.t us, in all ages or the wurbj , 
il t. a wise law connected with the right 
exercise of our faculties and iu the per ■ 
fiirmanre of uur duties . it produces in- 
dustry, and all its fruits in arti, aciences, 
trades, u nd other comforts and rttjoy inetil. 
of life, and ll tiphuld* their riciilcace 
amongst us, and the cuutiuuauce uf all 
thr r ii joy meuta of civilised life such as we 
ui,.! them, by leaving indolence, wane, ti 
ciousjirodigallty .and licenliout indulgence 
to their projrer cunsequruce*. Hence, all 
aUrmjit* rwfo/iy tu remove poverty would 
be a cunte.1 with the law of Providence, 
and with the iiecesi&ry, and for general 
purpotes, with llie salutary condition of 
human nature. And hence, also, the 
jirnprr function uf charily, and the duty 
uf individual! and state., are routined In 
the removal of ihuse incidental impedi- 
ment., and those casual disasters, which, 
by hindering or iiiterropling the free 
course of industry, from time lo time in- 
volve iiidiTiduals, and .sometime* even 
classes, in extraordinary distress, Whai 
we chiefly intend by the above observa- 
tion is, that the stale and legislature must 
now take into il. own hands thr relief 
of the labouring poor under their present 
slate of deHitiiliun. The .ubject it uf 
too grral a magnitude for the effectual 
u|ieration of private chanty. Nor, In- 
deed, can the slato itself do more than to 
follow out the obviuus design uf Provi- 
dence in the ptrsrnl condition 'if our 
population, Kerry thing plainly in- 
dicates that the enquiry al present haa 
more hands I ban it can employ j and, not 
to mince thr matter, thai the assiilauce of 
govrrnment lo enable our surplus jMipnla- 
tiott io seek homes and work in our 
colonies is now actually required by the 
necessities uflhe times. We had occasion 
lo state in uur last pajicr the principle of 
Mr, Bullet's Emigration and Cuhuiiialiun 
Bill, u Inch hai already received ihe 
pledge of tlie Government that il should 
In- asuislril iti parliament. We have unly 
tn repeal our earnrsl wi.h that, together 
iitththe Allolmrut ihll, iaanay be amongst 
the liist measures in ihe eii.iiing session. 
We are persuaded that nothing else will 
affet-tualiy meet the main and true cause 
of t he distress ol the labouring pour. Wr 
jierceive alsu by the Vrench papen, that 
this condition uf manufacturing dislreu 
i. not co 1 1 lined lu England. It appears 
that at H n. one or the great manufac- 
turing ritir. of France, the masters of 
ciittuii factories, to the numbrr of three or 
tour hundred, have lieen compelled to 
shorten the period of the labour of their 
workmen hy une-tbirJ until the end of 
Man It next; that is lo say, that during 
the nexl live months, the week, so 
far ns regards the sixty -live thou- 
sand oi these workmen, shall consist 
of fuur day.' work instead „S six. The 
in asters aiserl thai their stores are over- 
stocked, anil lhal auine u r their ractoriei 
have fi„»i our lo two million) worth of 
manufactured cotton on hand. In order, 
therefore, to avuid abaujulr ruin to ihem- 
•elves, and alto the necessity of totally 
dismissing their wurkmeti, they are com - 
pel led to tins i (source of the reduction or 
one -third of the hours ur Labour. Ilia, 
indeed, but a poor and iai idiiiui cumula- 
tion, that the labouring t lasses of other 
kingdoms are in the lame slate uf suffer- 
ing with our own. But it leads at least 
tu our. consolatory inference, that the fault 
is neither in our lawx nor in their admi- 
nistration, but in such a genera) condition 
of things, and in such a new stair or the 
prugrest uf a trading society, ai plainly lo 
indicate lhat governments must follow the 
change, and adojit the remedies which 
reason and the analogy uf thing! now 
point out to them to be the will of Provi- 
dence, aud therefore lo constitute the duty 
and necessity of Slates.— Jeff* Mtrntngrr, 
JVoremier IB.

A committee had been apjiointrd to ex- 
amine into the complaints of the stuck- 
holdeia. Thr supporters of Sir Ororge 
Qippi were decidedly in the minority in 
the Legitlatire Council. This was shown 
by the vole on thr bill fur reducing iht 
salary of Uuvernor from £WO0 to £4utxi 
per annum. The bill paased the set'md 
reading hy a majority of 1(1 to 10, of 
the loin the minority, 9 were fhrrern- 
inent officials and members nominated by 
thr Governor , the whole of the ruajurity 
were elective members. The third read- 
ing passed by a majority or 13 to li. Of 
the minority were Qovernment offl- 
ciali aud nominees. Three of the elec- 
tive members who eupporltd the ar> 
cund reading had been persuaded 1 to 
absent themselves ; and one elective 
inrmbrr, not present at the second read- 
ing, had been induced la come forward 
in tuppurt of tl use mine nl. The Legiala- 
tive Council was opposed to the (iorernor, 
and the Legislative Council Aarf ponmed 
a strong houl on public opinion. One ugly 
question respecting privilege bad bteu 
raised, however, which might Weaken thii 
hold. Mr. Lowe, a member of Council, 
had s j Hike n rather freely in debate uf one 
of the Sydney a Mermen'. The Cunseiiusace 
was a hostile message, binding over tu. 
keep the peace, Jtc. The subject wu taken 
up l,y Ihr Legislative Assembly, and a 
co i uni it i ee ou " privilege " appointed. 
This might have the effect, unleas judici- 
ously tuanagrd, of unpopulariiing Ike 
Council and strengthening the Qovernoi,

Sociarv ok Aim. — A I the meeting o 
the society on Wednesday nigh I. an in- 
teresting paper by Ur. tl ilton, «n British 
and foreign honey and the management of 
lieei was read, and the thanks of Ihe sa- 
nely were unanimously awarded lu him. 
After thit a model of the Gmsior Mvtttt, 
or rotatory granary, was produced, and a 
short paper, explanatory of its object, wu 
read by Ur. Whinhaw, the secretary. This 
machine, which it intended to preserve 
corn, waa exhibited at the meeting of the 
British Association for thii year. It con- 
■isli of a hollow cylinder cumpuatd of 
wire gausie and limber, so eoitsti ucled 
aa tu admit the air, and divided within 
into several compartment) for Ihe re- 
ception of the grain. At one end is i 
vane connected with a tube, by which the 
air admitted through Ihe wire gauxe ii 
carried off, and a free current preserved. 
The whole machine revolves upon aa 
axis, and receive* iu motion by a slight 
manual exertion. Thus the corn wilhis 
is shifted at pleasure, something like 
toffee ia a roaster, by the simple raoti*" 
' of a wheel instead of the presenl laborious 
method, and fermentation, decompoailiou, 
destruction by vermin, and all other «• 
aualtiei to which grain in store it lubjrct, 
are, aa alleged by the inventor, more 
effectually prevented". This machine it 
already ex tr naively in use in France, ud 
it it said there hi one al Brett capable af 
holding 800 quarters. The expense of 
erecting one is estimated at £1 for every 
quarter of wheat it ia capable of coataia- 
ing. The thanks of the Society were 
voted to Mr, Birmingham, by whom the 
model waa exhibited.
